Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms. Frank queried how the claimed invention could be met by 
Wilson when there appears to be no specific disclosure of the markers be juxtaposed or "appearing as one" in one 
configuration and appearing as separate in another configuration. The Examiner thought that since all the elements 
are marked or radiopaque, and since the elements of Wilson can be juxtaposed in one position and separate in 
another configuration that the claim language is read upon by Wilson. The Examiner suggested that the arguments be 
filed to this affect so the Examiner can consider them fully once the response is before him. Discussed Duffy and Ms. 
Frank argued that there is no side hole in the stent. The Examiner thought there was and said that he suggested 
presenting arguments that would point out what structure was lacking and any other evidence. With regard to the 
Section 103 rejection with Duffy, the Examiner suggested pointing out where there is no motivation to combine the 
applied references and any teaching of noncombinability. 
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
